at 
Huntsville with the first big per­ 
formance at 2:00 p. m. Each Sun­ 
day during October the Prison 
Rodeo, which is known far and 
near as the "Fastest and Wildest 
Rodeo on Earth." will present a 
full 19-event program to the de­ 
light of the many thousands of 
spectators which are always pres­ 
ent

yelled, 
"Hooray 
for 
Hays!

Because a conference in Mem­ 
phis in ’96 had launched the free 
silver battle, Bryan opened his 
speech with the bords of Bob In- 
gersoll, "The past rises before 
me like a dream." The chill night 
air caused him to put a skull cap 
on his bald head, with the re­ 
mark, "They used to call me the 
boy orator of the Platte.” Speak­ 
ing of paper money, he said hum ­ 
orously. "They used to say, If 
you’d put one of Bryan’s silver 
dollars into a furnace, you'd have 
only 50 cents left but if you’d put 
one of their dollars into a fur­ 
nace, you wouldn’t have anything 
left.” His was a rolling, sonorous, 
majestic voice and once, when it 
sank to an electrifying whisper, it 
was like a whip-crack that reach­ 
ed every ear of the enraptured 
10.000 listeners. 


In my possession is a letter 
which he wrote 
not typewrit­ 
ten but entirely in pen and ink. 
It was a boyhood thrill when I 
pulled th at letter, with 
“W. J. 
Bryan" in bold strokes in the up­ 
per corner, out of the postoffice 
box.

There is the memory, too, of 
meeting him after hearing a se­ 
cond speech, a lecture on a Sun­ 
day afternoon. The hall was pack­ 
ed and this tall, gangling reporter 
stood at the back with scarcely 
elbow roo mto make notes on the 
address. Afterward, I heard an old 
lady say, "So this is William Jen­ 
nings Bryan! I ’ll go back home 
and tell my grandchildren th at I 
shook hands with the G reat Com­ 
moner" and at these words of 
praise from th at good old grand­ 
mother, Bryan blushed all over his 
bald head.
